The claims have been extensively amended. In addition to the extensive amendments, the amendments include a definition of the spot 
size as "equal to or smaller than 200" micrometers and "a range of 50 to 200" micrometers. The spot size has not previously been 
considered and therefore would require further search and consideration. Additionally, Applicant has not pointed to support in the 
specification for the spot size. As such, the spot size potentially introduces issues of new matter. For these reasons, the amendments 
will not be considered. 

Applicant's arguments have been reviewed. However, the arguments address the claims as amended. Because the arguments do not 
address the rejected claims, the arguments are deemed moot relative to the outstanding rejection. . 
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
